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SEC. 2. FINDINGS.

Congress makes the following findings:

(1) Nearly six years after the liberation of Af-
ochanistan from the Taliban, who provided Osama
Bin-Laden and Al-Qaeda with a safe haven for plan-
ning the attacks of September 11, 2001, Afehani-
stan remains highly unstable and the Government of
President Hamid Karzai remains subject to attacks
from remnants of the Taliban who have regrouped
along with other insurgent groups, including some
foreign fighters associated with Al-Qaeda.

(2) The Government of Afghanistan supports
the continued deployment of international forces to
supplement its own nascent national security forces,
and the North Atlantic Treaty Organization
(NATO), which took over international stability op-
erations for the entire country on October 5, 2006,

must show continued commitment to these oper-
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ations in order to assist Afehanistan in defeating the
erowing insurgency in rural areas of Afehanistan.

(3) The current United States counter-narcotics
strategy for Afghanistan has not produced signifi-
cant results, in part due to a failure to seek out and
capture high-level warlords and kingpins who control
the flow of illicit narcotics and because sufficient
sustainable alternatives have not been provided to
Afehan farmers who suffer from a lack of access to
microfinance facilities, financial services, and land
rights and whose crops are subject to eradication.

(4) In some cases, the misaligned eradication
policy endorsed by the United States Government
has led adversely-affected Afghan farmers and vil-
lagers to support insurgent groups, including the
Taliban.

(5) The violence and instability in Afehanistan
i1s further exacerbated by the flourishing trade in
opium and opium-related crops, which has reached
record levels and which fuel local militias, corrupts
the national and local governments, and provides
funding for insurgent and terrorist groups.

(6) The United States and the international
community must continue to support Afghanistan

both through increased support for its national and

local police forces, the Afghan National Army, and
Afehan counter-narcotics operations.

(7) The United States and the international
community must also continue to support the growth
of the Afghan economy through foreign assistance
and other means because Afghanistan remains one
of the poorest countries in the world and economic
erowth is impeded by the lingering remnants of 25
yvears of civil war and occupation and the ongoing in-
stability since December 2001, including the growing
illicit drug economy.

(8) The United States and the international
community must also continue to show a long-term
commitment to support the promotion of democracy
and the protection of human rights in Afghanistan,
including increased assistance for the rule of law,
freedom of the press, freedom of association, free-
dom of religion, and other measures of good govern-
ance.

(9) From January 31 to February 1, 2006, the
Government of Afehanistan and the international
community issued the Afghanistan Compact, which
sets forth both the international community’s com-

mitment to Afghanistan and Afghanistan’s commit-
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ment to state-building and reform over the next five
years.

(10) The Afehanistan Compact, which is sup-
ported by the Afghan National Development Strat-
ey, provides the core framework for building an ef-
fective, accountable state in Afghanistan, with goals
and standards set forth in the Afghanistan Compact
for improvements in security, governance, and devel-
opment, including measures for reducing the nar-
cotics economy, promoting regional cooperation, and
making aid more effective, particularly at the local
and provincial levels. The Afghanistan Compact also
established a mechanism to monitor Afghanistan
and the international community’s adherence to the
timelines, goals, and objectives set forth in the docu-
ment.

(11) The security of Afghanistan is closely
intertwined with those of its regional neighbors and
success in Afghanistan, both economic and political,
will be dependent on security and stability in the re-
o1on.

(12) The recent closure of four refugee camps
in Pakistan and the deportation of Afghans from

Iran have resulted in over 200,000 Afehan refugees
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repatriating to Afghanistan who will require urgent

humanitarian services.

“(7) While rampant corruption has impeded de-
velopment and economic growth in Afghanistan and

contributed to imsecurity in the country, the United

(2) ensuring policy coordination among relevant

and international organizations with respect to as-
sistance for Afghanistan;

(4) coordinating the implementation and over-
sight by relevant United States Government depart-
ments and agencies for assistance for Afghanistan
described in paragraph (1);

(5) resolving policy disputes among relevant
United States Government departments and agen-
cies with respect to United States assistance for Af-
chanistan described in paragraph (1);

(6) ensuring policy coordination among relevant
United States Government departments and agen-
cies for counter-narcotics efforts and coordinating
the implementation of such policies, including by fa-
cilitating the access of certain departments and
agencies to sensitive sites in Afehanistan, where
practicable, for the purpose of conducting critical
counter-narcotics operations; and

(7) ensuring coordination among the United
States, the Government of Afghanistan, the United
Kingdom, and other international partners that are

supporting counter-narcotics efforts, reconstruction
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and development, and activities to equip and train

the Afghan National Security Forces in Afghanistan.

(d) DErUTY COORDINATORS.—The coordinator may
appoint up to two deputy coordinators to assist the coordi-
nator with the duties of the coordinator described in sub-
section (¢), including duties relating to counter-narcotics,
reconstruction and development, or equipping and training
of Afghan National Security Forces. A deputy coordinator
shall not hold any other position within the United States
Government.

(b) SPECIAL COUNTER-NARCOTICS INTERDICTION
TEAMS.—The President shall enhance existing civilian
special counter-narcotics interdiction teams and, in addi-
tion, such counter-narcotics interdiction teams shall, to
the extent practicable in light of ongoing operational ac-
tivities, receive the support described in subsection (a).

SEC. 212. EXPANSION OF INTERNATIONAL CONTRIBUTIONS
TO THE SECURITY OF AFGHANISTAN.

(a) STATEMENT OF Poricy.—It is the policy of the
United States that the President shall encourage the Gov-
ernments of Pakistan and friendly Arab countries to in-
crease reconstruction assistance to, and diplomatic sup-
port for, the Government of Afghanistan.

“(i1)) The numbers of trained Afehan
security forces, including the Afghan Na-
tional Army and the Afghan National Po-
lice.

“(i11) The trends relating to numbers
and types of ethnic and religious-based

hostile encounters.
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“(C) An assessment of the estimated
strength of the insurgency in Afghanistan and
the extent to which it is composed of non-Af-
chan fighters, including whether insurgents are
obtaining weapons and other military material
from outside of Afehanistan and whether the
imsurgents are based in or use the territory of
countries other than Afghanistan.

“(D) A description of the extent to which
warlords in Afghanistan exercise effective con-
trol over personnel, natural resources, infra-
structure, villages and towns, and material that
should be under the direct sovereign control of
the Government of Afghanistan, including—

“(1) an 1identification of each warlord
and the extent and means of control that
the warlord exercises over personnel, nat-
ural resources, infrastructure, villages and
towns, and material that should be under
the direct sovereign control of the Govern-
ment of Afghanistan; and

“(11) a deseription of actions under-
taken by the Governments of the United

States, Afghanistan, countries partici-

pating in ISAF, and other Coalition coun-

“(A) The training provided to Afeghan mili-
tary and other Ministry of Defense forces and
the equipment used by such forces.

“(B) Key criteria for assessing the capa-
bilities and readiness of the Afehan National
Army and other Ministry of Defense forces, in-
cluding capability and readiness levels, includ-
ing recruiting, training, and equipping such
forces.

“(C) The operational readiness status of
the Afghan National Army, including the type,
number, size, and organizational structure of
Afehan battalions that are—

“(1) capable of conducting operations
independently;

“(i1) capable of conducting operations
with the support of United States or Coali-
tion forces or ISAF; or

“(i11) not ready to conduct operations.
“(D) The rates of recruitment, retention,

and absenteeism in the Afghan National Army
and the extent to which insurgents have infil-

trated such foreces.
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“(E) The training provided to Afehan Na-

tional Police and other Ministry of Interior

forces and the equipment used by such forces.

“(F) Key criteria for assessing the capa-

bilities and readiness of the Afghan National

Police and other Ministry of Interior forces, in-

cluding capability and readiness levels, includ-

ing recruiting, training, and equipping such

forces, including—

“(1) the number of police recruits that
have received classroom or field instruction
and the duration of such instruction;

“(11) the number of experienced vet-
eran police officers who have received
classroom and field instruction and the du-
ration of such instruction;

“(i11) a description of any vetting that
police candidates receive, the number of
candidates vetted, the number of can-
didates derived from other entry proce-
dures, and the success rates of those
oroups of candidates;

“(1iv) the number of Afehan National

Police forces that have received field train-
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ing by international police trainers and the
duration of such training; and
“(v) attrition rates and measures of
absenteeism and infiltration by insurgents.

“(G) The estimated total number of Af-
chan National Army battalions needed for the
Army to perform duties now being undertaken
by United States, NATO, or Coalition forces,
including securing the borders of Afghanistan
and providing adequate levels of law and order
throughout Afghanistan.

“(i1) Whether and to what extent ac-
tions by Afehan National Security Forces
have led to abuses of human rights and the
extent to which such abuses, if any, under-
mine overall counterinsurgency efforts in
such province and Afghanistan as a whole.

“(i11) The ability of courts and the ju-
dicial system to provide an effective justice
system to support the civil-military side of
military and police operations.

“(K) An assessment, in a classified annex

if necessary, of United States military require-

ments, including planned force rotations,

through the end of calendar year 2008.

“(3) With respect to the economic and political

stability of Afghanistan, the following:

“(A) An estimate of the annual budget for

the Government of Afghanistan for the Afechan

fiscal year, including the costs of operating and

maintaining the Afghan security forces.

“(B) An estimate of the amount of Afghan

Government revenue and the amount of inter-

development, education, health, and gov-

ernance and anti-corruption sectors;
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“(ii1) an analysis of completed recon-
struction assistance programs, on a project
basis, and a determination of the impact of
and the benefits yielded from such pro-
orams on Afehanistan and its people;

“(iv) a description of ongoing efforts
that have improved the employment situa-
tion in Afehanistan, including efforts that
have created job opportunities and in-
creased private sector development; and

“(v) a description of the progress
made in implementing all of the elements
of the Interim Afghanistan National Devel-
opment Strategy, including—

“(I) the Afehanistan National

Solidarity Program; and

“(IT) the Afghanistan Compact,
including a deseription of the goals
and objectives 1n  the Afghanistan

Compact that have been achieved.
“(E) Key indicators of economic and polit-

ical development activity that should be consid-
ered the most important for determining the
prospects of stability in Afghanistan, includ-

mng—
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“(1) unemployment levels;
“(i1) agricultural production;
“(ii1) construction of roads, irrigation,
and other basic infrastructure;

“(iv) education rates, particularly of

oirls;

“(v) electricity rates;

“(v1) hunger and poverty levels;

“(vii) illiteracy rates;

“(vii1) maternal and infant mortality
rates;

“(ix) appropriate measures for the
protection of human rights;

“(x) appropriate measures for the
protection of political and religious free-
dom and freedom of association;

“(x1) access of women to political and
civil society participation; and

“(xi1) appropriate measure for the
protection of freedom of the press.

“(4) With respect to opium production and
counter-narcotics activities in Afghanistan, the fol-

“(G) The amount and type of NATO and
United States assistance provided to Afehan
counter-narcotic teams in conducting raids and
mvestigations, including close-air support and
helicopter Iift, and the number and type of re-
quests for assistance by United States or Af-
cghan counter-narcotics teams.

“(H) An assessment of Afehan efforts to
extradite suspects to the United States and
other countries, including—

“(1) a list of the persons whose extra-
dition has been requested from Afehani-
stan, indicating—

“(I) those individuals who have
been surrendered to the custody of
United States authorities;

“(II) those individuals who have
been detained by the authorities and
who are being processed for extra-
dition;

“(IIT) those individuals who have

been detained by the authorities and
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who are not yet being processed for
extradition; and
“(IV) those individuals who are
at large;

“(11) a determination of whether Af-
chan Government officials and entities re-
ceiving assistance from the United States
are making good-faith efforts to ensure the
prompt extradition of each of the persons
sought by United States authorities; and

“(111) an analysis of any legal obsta-
cles in the laws of Afghanistan regarding
prompt extradition of persons sought by
United States authorities and the steps
taken by authorities of the United States
and the authorities of Afghanistan to over-
come such obstacles.

“(¢) UPDATE OF REPORT.—Not later than 90 days
after the date of the transmission of each report required
by subsection (a), the President shall transmit to the ap-
propriate congressional committees an update of the re-
port, to the extent necessary.

“(d) FOrRM.—The report required by subsection (a)
shall be transmitted in unclassified form, but may include

a classified annex, if necessary.
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“(e) DEFINITION.—In this section, the term ‘appro-
priate congressional committees’ means—

“(1) the Committee on Armed Services, the
Committee on Appropriations, and the Committee on
Foreign Affairs of the House of Representatives;
and

“(2) the Committee on Armed Services, the
Committee on Appropriations, and the Committee on
Foreign Relations of the Senate.”.

“(111) include a mechanism for track-
ing and increasing oversight of the recon-
struction programs implemented by the
provincial reconstruction teams, including
the amount of reconstruction funding
spent by such teams, the purpose of such
funding, and the evaluation of the success
of such programs;

“(iv) provide for a mechanism to en-

hance coordination between the Depart-
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ment of State and the United States Agen-

cy for International Development and
other relevant departments and agencies of

the United States Government in carrying

out reconstruction programs, by
“(I) eoordinating existing and fu-
ture efforts in the reconstruction pro-
orams carried out by the Department
of State and the United States Agen-
cy for International Development with
the reconstruction programs carried
out by other relevant departments and
agencies of the United States Govern-
ment; and
“(IT) coordinating existing and
future efforts needed to achieve en-
hanced coordination between the De-
partment of State and the United
States Agency for International Devel-
opment and other relevant depart-
ments and agencies of the United
States Government in the design and
implementation of reconstruction pro-

oTams;
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“(v) include a plan to enhance moni-
toring, evaluation, and oversight of recon-
struction programs to ensure the effective
impact of such programs on Afghanistan
and its people;

“(vi) provide a plan to identify and
implement  critical  reconstruction  pro-
orams, by project, including in the areas of
security, rule of law, counter-narcotics,
power, rural development, education,
health, and governance and anti-corrup-
tion, that will improve the security and
economic stability of Afghanistan, and the
amount of funding needed to implement
such programs;

“(vil) include actions to significantly
increase contributions from countries par-
ticipating in ISAF and from other inter-
national partners for reconstruction pro-
orams, including in the areas of security,
rule of law, counternarcotics, power, rural
development, education, health, and gov-
ernance and anti-corruption sectors;

“(viil) provide a plan to improve the

employment situation in Afghanistan, in-
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cluding a plan to increase job creation op-
portunities, create an environment condu-
cive to Afehan small business development,
and enhance private sector development in
Afehanistan;

“(ix) include actions to ensure en-
hancement of the capacity of the Govern-
ment of Afehanistan, on all levels, to re-
spond to the needs of its people;

“(x) include actions to enhance the
design and implementation of programs
carried out by the Government of Afghani-
stan, on all levels, including efforts to in-
crease funding and implementation of re-
construction programs carried out by the
National Solidarity Program;

“(xi) include a plan to increase sig-
nificantly the number of Provincial Recon-
struction Teams (PRTs), particularly in
the southern and eastern regions of Af-
cghanistan by December 31, 2009, includ-
ing a review of the operation of and lessons
learned from existing PRTs prior to the

preparation of the strategy;
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“(xii) clarify a single chain of com-
mand and operations plans for PRTSs, in-
cluding their relationship with ISAF;

“(xiil) increase staffing, particularly
staffing of civilian specialists, and increase
staff training for PRTs;

“(xiv) incorporate measures to im-
prove the effectiveness of PRTs in pro-
viding reconstruction and development as-
sistance and in promoting security and sta-
bility in their areas of operations, including
coordination between PRT civilian ele-
ments and ISAF reconstruction goals; and

“(xv) include efforts to ensure that a
significant amount of the material, finan-
cial, and personnel support for the increase
in the number of PRTs is provided by for-
elgn sources.

“(B) COUNTER-NARCOTICS STRATEGY.—A

comprehensive  interagency  counter-narcotics

strategy for Afehanistan, including objectives

for the strategy, a plan to implement the objec-

tives of the strategy, and a long-term budget to

carry out the strategy.

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“(1) address the five pillars that com-
prise Afghanistan’s counter-narcotics strat-
egy and implementation plan: public infor-
mation, rural development (alternative live-
lihoods), elimination and eradication activi-
ties, interdiction, and law enforcement and
justice reform;

“(i11) include the strategic direction of
current and planned activities of the
United States relating to counter-narcotics
efforts in Afehanistan, and shall specifi-
cally include a description of steps that
have been conducted and planned to—

“(I) improve coordination with all
relevant departments and agencies of
the United States Government;

“(IT) strengthen significantly the
Afehanistan  National Counter-Nar-

cotics Police;
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“(ITI) build the capacity of the
Afehan Government to assume great-
er responsibility for counter-narcotics
related-activities;

“(IV) strengthen anti-corruption
measures that target narcotics pro-
ducers and traffickers and the individ-
uals influenced by them;

“(V) 1improve counter-narcotics
intelligence capabilities;

“(VI) strengthen narcotics-re-
lated interdiction activities;

“(VII) strengthen the capacity of
the judicial sector to investigate, pros-
ecute, and penalize narcotics pro-
ducers and traffickers and govern-
ment officials benefitting from nar-
cotics-related activities;

“(VIII) effectively address any
problems with eradication strategies;
and

“(IX) significantly increase the
focus on creating alternative liveli-

“(XI) An ANSFK personnel ac-
countability system with effective in-
ternal discipline procedures and mech-
anisms;

“(XTII) a system for addressing
ANRSF personnel complaints; and

“(XTII) a strong record-keeping
and accountability system to track
ANSF  equipment and personnel
issues, and other ANSEF oversight
mechanisms; and

“(i11) provide for coordination between

all relevant departments and agencies of
the United States Government, as well as
ISAF countries and other international

partners, including on—

“(I) funding;
“(II) reform and establishment of

ANRSF'-sustaining institutions; and
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1 “(IIT) efforts to ensure that

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(2) in paragraph (1), as so designated by para-
oraph (1) of this subsection, by inserting ““, except
as provided in paragraph (2),” before “of a foreign

(3) by adding at the end the following new
paragraph:

“(2) EXCEPTION IN CERTAIN CIR-

CUMSTANCES.

The Secretary may pay a reward to
an officer or employee of the government of Afehani-
stan or Pakistan (or any entity thereof) who, while
in the performance of his or her official duties, fur-
nishes information described in such subsection, if
the Secretary determines that such payment satisfies
the following conditions:

“(A) Such payment is appropriate in light
of the exceptional or high-profile nature of the
information furnished pursuant to such sub-
section and such information relates in any way
to the commission of an act in Afghanistan.

“(B) Such payment may aid in furnishing
further information deseribed in such sub-
section.

“(C) Such payment is formally requested

by such agency.”.
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(b) CONFORMING AMENDMENT.—Subsection (b) of
such section (22 U.S.C. 2708(b)) 1s amended in the mat-
ter preceding paragraph (1) by inserting “or to any officer
or employee of a foreign government in accordance with
subsection (f)(2)” after “individual”’.

SEC. 308. UNITED STATES POLICY TOWARD IRAN.

(a) FINDINGS.—Congress makes the following find-
ings:

(1) It is of grave concern that General Peter
Pace, the Chairman of the Joint Chiefs of Staff,
stated in late April 2007 that United States and Co-
alition forces “have intercepted weapons in Afehani-
stan headed for the Taliban that were made in
Tran’.

(2) Iran’s provision of weaponry and techno-
logical expertise to terrorist and criminal elements
operating in Afehanistan have reportedly included—

(A) 107 mm mortars, rocket-propelled gre-
nades, C—4 explosives, and small arms;

(B) surface-to-air missiles reportedly sup-
plied by the Iranian Revolutionary Guard;

(C) explosively-formed projectiles, one of
which was recently discovered in Kabul; and

(D) Iranian 240 mm rockets, with a range

of up to 30 miles, which have been used re-
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cently by Shiite extremists against United

States and British targets in Basra and Bagh-

dad.

(3) An increase in both the quantity and quality
of Iranian arms shipments and technological exper-
tise to the Taliban, other terrorist organizations,
and criminal elements has the potential to signifi-
cantly change the battlefield in Afghanistan, and
lead to a large increase in United States, Inter-
national Security Assistance Force, Coalition, and
Afehan casualties.

(b) RULE OF CONSTRUCTION.—Nothing in this Act
or any amendment made by this Act shall be construed
to limit the ability of the United States to respond to Ira-
nian-supported or facilitated attacks against United
States Armed Forces or interests in Afghanistan.
